. WASHINGTON (AP) — An elementary school's all-boy choir 
trine sinews hive not yet matured into tenors and baritones is 
under fire from the' federal government for discriminating 
against girls. The Office of Civil Rights in (he Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare says the all-boy choir of fifth and 
sixth graders in WethefsfieM, Conn., violates a rule barring 
single-sex choruses. The only justification for such a group 
would be "requirements based on vocal range and quality," the 
government says, but in this case the boys' voices are as high as 
the girls'. 


HEW found itself at odds with President Ford in another 


recent controversy over sex discrimination. In that case, the 
department ruled that father-son and mother-daughter dinners 
held in Scottsdale, Ariz., schools were discriminatory. Ford 
ordered the ruling suspended and threatened to seek an 
amendment to the law if an HEW review upheld the original 
interpretation. 


"This looks like a case of bureaucratic interference in a legi- 


timate educational program," Rep. William Cotter, D-Conn., 
said Friday about the all-boy singing group. He said the ruling 
"may illustrate what happens when wellmcaning but over- 


zealous bureaucrats get hold of a good law and make it absurd." 
HEW said it is reviewing the matter. 


Cotter had been contacted earlier by Vaughn [lowland, 


director of elementary and secondary education for the 
Wethersfield school system. Howland said he was worried about 
the HEW ruling, but that the government had not threatened to 
cut off any federal funding. "We didn't want to be in a position 
of noncompliance," Howland said. 


The school started its boys' choir to entice some youngsters 


who shied away from coeducational music groups. The choir 
meets after school and receives no money from the town. Cotter 


charged that the government's ruling in the. Wethersfield case 
"goes beyond Ihe intent of Congress" in Title )X regulations 
passed to give girls parity with their male schoolmates. He said 
that in this case "the regulations have succeeded in interfering 
with the system's music program without doing much for ad- 
vancing the goals of nondiscrimination." 


Although HEW1 has yet to deliver an ultimatum to Wethers- 


field schools, Howland has received wide-spread support for the 
choir. "I can't believe the federal government has gone this 
far," wrote Jeff Harrison, president of the Oklahoma University 
Men's Glee Club in a letter of support. "Don't knuckle under.'

First In U.S. In 50 Years

What may be the 
largest 
religious gathering in U.S. his­ 
tory, the 41st International 
Eucharistic Congress, takes 
place 
starting 
Sunday 
in 
Philadelphia, flooding the city 
with people and pageantry. 


It’s the first such affair in this 
country in 50 years. 


A global Roman Catholic con­ 
course of church leaders and 
laity, it is expected to draw 
more than a million people for 
an eight-day round of liturgies, 
performances, 
exhibits, 


parades and seminars. 


A “spiritual Olympics,” it has 
been (.ailed. 


With events going on simul­ 
taneously at halls and arenas 
across the city, the program has 
a pattern something like a 10- 
ring circus. 


But it’s a (estival of faith, 
focused on the bread and wine of 
the Christian eucharist, the 
reenactment of Christ’s Last 


Supper, in which he is con­ 
sidered present, uniting God 
with humanity. 


The word eucharist itself 
means “thanksgiving” — grati­ 
tude for the divine presence. 


With that as the central motif, 
the congress branches out into a 
lavish and varied fare of drama, 
music, dance, discussions, art 
shows, processions, diverse na­ 
tional heritage liturgies, recep­ 
tions and ceremonies. 


“The congress will offer a 
complete representation of the 
universality and diversity of the 
church, of every group who 
makes up the people of God,” 
says the Rev. Walter J. Conway, 
the congress executive secre­ 
tary. 


It also has its ecumenical 
dimensions, with participation 
scheduled by representatives of 
Protestant 
and 
Eastern 
Orthodox churches. 


"The eucharist, however we 
celebrate it, is a real commit­ 
ment to one another, and to the 
shared mission of the church in 


the world,” says the Rev. 
Charles V. Devlin, secretary* of 
a committee for interdenomina­ 
tional participation. 


An estimated third of those 
attending are coming from 
overseas. 


Pope Paul VI initially was 
expected to be among them, but 
word came recently that arthri­ 
tis. making it hard for him to 
walk, prevented the trip. He’ll 
be represented by his papal 
legate, Cardinal James Knox, 
formerly of Australia, now of 
the Vatican. 


The series of world eucharis­ 
tic congresses started 93 years 
ago in 1881 in Lille, France, in­ 
tended 
to 
counterbalance 
society’s rising secular tide of 
world political and scientific 
interests and conferences. 


Only about 800 people — and 
two bishops — attended that 
first congress, but the numbers 
and eminent figures taking part 
have swelled with the years, 
with about 450 bishops and 50 
cardinals, many from abroad.

“ It’s the basic statute,” 
Emery said. 


Rules pertaining to the use of 
state parks, however, are not 
threatened by the ruling since 
they were made under the 
authority of a different law.

Sand Miners Must Restore 


Dunes Under New State Law 


LANSING, Mich. (A P) - 
Beginning April 1, sand mining 
companies 
must 
restore 
Michigan's lakeshore dunes to 
their original condition after 
mining operations are finished. 


Under a law signed Friday by 
Gov. William Milliken, dune 
miners will also have to get 
permits before mining and 
must file environmental impact 
statements. 


The law specifies that the 
Department 
of 
Natural 
Resources will be able to ban 
dune mining in areas it deter­ 
mines are tot) fragile. 


Rep. Dennis Cawthorne, R- 
Manistee, 
sponsor 
of 
the 
legislation, said that up until 
now. Michigan has been one of 
15 states in the country with no 
regulations on sand dune min­ 
ing. About 4.5 million tons of 
sand are mined in Michigan 
annually. 


The new law applies only to 
the dune area within 1.5 miles of 
the lake shorelands. Currently, 
Cawthorne said, there are about 
six mining operators working in 
approximately 10 areas along 


Lake Michigan. 


The measure’s most impor­ 
tant feature. Cawthorne said, is 
the one making restoration of 
mined areas mandatory. 


Under the new law, mining 
operators must file an advance 
mining plan with the state and 
meet minimum environmental 
standards to get their permits. 


There will 
be continuous 
monitoring of the mining and 
violators can lose their licenses. 


To finance the legislation, 
mining operators will have to 
pay one cent per ton of sand 
mined within the dune area. The 
fees are expected to total $40,000 
to $50,000 annually, Cawthorne 
said.

But the property toss was up about half a 
million dollars from 1974. Included among the 204,910 runs fire 
departments made in 1973 were 40,307 false alarms, police said.

EAST LANSING, Mich. (A P) — M ichigan State U niversity 
juniors and seniors will pay almost $68 more a year to attend the 
school under a tuition hike approved by the MSU Board of T rus­ 
tees. U pperclassm en will pay $945 a year, while freshm en and 
sophomore fees rem ain at current levels of $877.50 a year. 
Michigan graduate students will pay $26 per credit, an increase of 
$3. Non-resident undergraduates and graduate students will pay 
$23 more per credit than Michigan residents, an increase of $2 per 
credit. MSU President Clifton R. W harton said the fee hike was 
necessary because of underfunding by the sta te legislature in 
comparison with other institutions in Michigan 


Arson Costs 8 34 Million? 


LANSING, Mich. ( AP) — Arson or suspected arson accounted 
for some $34 million in fire dam age last year in M ichigan, or 
nearly one-fourth of the total reported. M ichigan Stale Police 
investigators reported 9.083 arson fires in 1975 caused $14 million 
in losses. Another 9.172 fires in which arson was suspected caused 
$20.1 million in damage. Altogether, some 74.970 fires in Michigan 
last year took 318 lives and caused record dam ages of m ore than 
$145 million. The death toll was 16 less than in 1974. according to 
State Police figures. But the property loss was up about half a 
million dollars from 1974. Included among the 204.910 runs tire 
departm ents m ade in 1975 were 40.307 false alarm s, police said.

"Last tail I sat up to natch the greatest World Series I've 


ever seen and for me lo do that during the football season is 
something," said Hayes. "There was no question the tut) 
teams were playing to win. It was integrity all the way- 
through. It was Integrity all the *ay through and we have to 


keep the same integrity in our sport." 


Hayes then looked up and down the speakers' table and 


said "If someone gets out of fine, we have to put them back 
in line. If I catch any of you cheating. I'll turn you in. 


"Did 1 turn in the team that cheated in our league?" said 


Hayes, obviously referring to Michigan State, "Your 
damned right I did and I'll do it again." 


Michigan State recently was found guilty of J4 recruiting 


violations by the National Collegiate Athletic Association. 
Head Coach Denny Slolz and several assistants were forced 
to resign and several top players have been barred from 
playing various amounts of time including this season's 
opener against Ohio State.

Woody Hayes Admits Turning In Michigan State 


CHICAGO (A P) — Woody Hayes, Ohio S tate’s con­ 
troversial football coach, grabbed the spotlight at the Big 
Ten’s kickoff football luncheon by adm itting he turned in 
Michigan State last fall for recruiting violations. 


W arm ing up to the task, the crusty dean of football 
coaches spoke Friday about baseball draw ing its one 
billionth fan this weekend, abouf the integrity baseball had 
displayed since the Black Sox scandal, and harked back to 
the days of Commissioner Kenesaw Mountain Landis. 


“ Last fall I sat up to watch the greatest World Series I’ve 
ever seen and for me to do that during the football season is 
som ething,” said Hayes. “ There was no question the two 
team s were playing to win. It was integrity all the way- 
through. It was integrity all the way through and we have to 


keep the1 sam e integrity in our sport ” 


Hayes then looked up and down the speakers’ table and 
said “ If someone gets out of line, we have to put them back 
in line. If I catch any of you cheating. I’ll turn you in. 


“ Did I turn in the team that cheated in our league?” said 
Hayes, obviously referring to M ichigan State, “ Your 
damned right I did and I’ll do it again.” 


Michigan State recently was found guilty of 34 recruiting 
violations by the National Collegiate Athletic Association. 
Head Coach Denny Stolz and several assistants were forced 
to resign and several top players have been barred from 
playing various am ounts of tim e including this season's 
opener against Ohio State. 


D arryl Rogers, the new MSU coach, was the second 


speaker after Hayes made his admission and said. “ I want 
to thank Woody for turning us in. Otherwise I wouldn’t be 
here.” 


Everyone, including Hayes, laughed at the rem ark. 
Rogers went on to m ake a few m ore uncom plim entary 
one-liners about Hayes and the Ohio State coach’s expres­ 
sions went from sm iles to a jut-jawed glare. 


Later, the Big Tern coaches were split into shifts, with one - 
group going to one room for radio-TV interview s and the 
others into a large room for press interviews. 


It was learned that while Hayes was in the radio-TV 
room, he got into personal argum ents with Bob Page of 
W JR of D etroit and Ed Ronders, sports editor of the 
Michigan State News, a cam pus publication. 


After Hayes had completed his press interv iew in which 
he only referred to his team ’s prospects, he was asked if 
there had been a ruckus in the radio-TV room. 


“ Yes there was and w e’ll leave it right th ere .” said 
Hayes. “ I don’t care to comment any fu rth er.” 


Big Ten C om m issioner W ayne Duke later said, “ Mr. 
Hayes did not provide the original infomation for the Big 
Ten investigation. 1 do not know who provided the NCAA 
with its information ” 


The Big Ten has not taken action in the case but as far as 
the' NCAA is concerned, M ichigan State has been placed on 
probation for three years, has been banned from bowl 
participation and is forbidden from having its gam es 
televised. 


MONTREAL (AP) - The

The Russians have demanded 
that Sergei Nem tsanov, a 17- 
year-old diver who left the 
Olympic V illage T hursday, be 
returned at once to Russian of­ 
ficials or the Soviet Union would 
feel free to w ithdraw from the 
last two days of the Olym pics 
and cancel participation in the 
World Ice Hockey Tournam ent 
here next September. 


The Russians were imprecise, 
though, about a deadline and 
said they at least wanted to talk 
to Nemtsanov. The C anadians 
were firm about rejecting the 
kidnap charge — they called it 
an unw arranted accusation — 
but prom ised the R ussians to 
try to locate the diver. They also 
said they would let him talk to 
his coach in the presence of a 
Canadian witness. 


The explosion of Soviet anger, 
coming a fter a series of in­ 


cidents involving cheating and 
fix allegations and the defection 
of 
two 
Rom anian 
team 
m em bers, was another blow to 
the future of the Olym pics, 
already shaken by the political 
disputes 
that 
led 
to 
the 
withdrawal of 30 nations since 
the G am es began two weeks 
ago. 


But the vice president of the 
Soviet Olympic Committee, Vi­ 
taly Sm irnov, said the Soviet 
Union 
would 
“ m aintain 
its 
pledges” as host country to the 
1980 Sum m er Games. 


The R ussians seem ed deter­ 
m ined to turn around the em ­ 
barrassm ent involved in Nemt- 
sanov’s defection. “ We call it a 
kidnaping of a Soviet athlete,” 
Smirnov said Friday night. “ We 
call it a planned provocation.” 


After a meeting on the defec­ 
tor in Ottawa between Soviet 
Ambassador Alexander Yakolev 
and the Canadian undersecre­ 
tary for external affairs, P.A. 
Bissonnette, the Russians said, 
“ We’ve 
had 
no 
reasonable 
replies until now.” 


The Canadians told Yakolev, 
governm ent sources said, that 
Nemtsanov was traveling in 
central Canada. They said he 


had inquired at an imm igration 
center about rem aining in the 
country and had been informed 
of the requirem ents. Nemtsanov 
was also inform ed that his 
Olympic docum ents m ade it 
legal for him to rem ain in 
Canada as a visitor until Aug.

The Russians stressed that it

TOMATO LEAF

Q. — Our basement is very 


damp, although there is no 
leakage through the foundation. 
I have been told that excessive 
moisture is coming up through 
the floor, which is a kind of clay 
_type of soil. I have also been told 
the only solution is to have a 
concrete floor put down after 
first covering the floor with 
heavy roll roofing. Since this 
will be quite expensive, I 
wonder if I couldn't get by with 
Just the roll roofing. Please ad- 
vise. 


A. — The roll roofing alone 


will keep most of the moisture 
from coming up .into the 
basement, but this isn't prac- 
tical. Walking on the roofing 
material would soon cause it to 
tear, permitting the moisture to 
rise into the area. Should you 
decide to leave the floor as it is, 
the dampness in the basement 
can be alleviated by ventilation, 
dehumidification 
or 
heat, 


perhaps all three. 


Q. — If I put in a room air 


conditioner, will the wiring in 
our house be able to handle it? 


A. — Only an electrician, 


after making tests, can deter- 
mine that. Also, the manufac- 
turer of the unit you select 
includes information on the 
necessity of new wiring. A lot 
depends on the horsepower of 
the chosen air conditioner. 


Q. — I have to replace an old 


/bedroom door. I want to get one 
'of those flush doors. Any 
recommendations?

House Is More

Than Mortgage

It’s the time of the year when 
a prospective house buyer may 
lose perspective when a rose- 
covered cottage is encountered. 
Determined to have it even if 
the belt must be tightened, a 
couple may forget to estim ate 
those hidden costs. 
One couple claims to be 
“ starving to keep up with the 
high cost of maintenance” of 
their new home. Somehow they 
didn’t figure beyond mortgage 
and utility payments. 
A new home owner may need 
to rethink turning on an air 
conditioning 
or 
filling 
the 
swimming pool, if there is one, 
and more and more houses have 
such luxuries. 
But you can’t escape cleaning 
a septic tank or a chimney or 
acquiring house insurance. And 
such things add up. 
Before dwiding to buy a home 
find the answers to these poten­ 
tial maintenance costs: 
— Does the house lap up water 
when it rains? You might walk 
about the basement and note 
whether there is a water mark 
on the walls. A damp house can 
be a big expense with sump 
pumps 
in 
operation 
and 
plumbers on tap. Often a damp 
house may be one nestled in a 
Ix'autiful hilly area. 
— What is the bug quotient? 
Some homeowners will admit 
they have mosquitos — it shows 
— or ants, or even that they once 
had term ites, but everything, 
they may tell you, “ is now 
under control.” Check it out 
with an exterminator. 
— Septic tanks must be 
cleaned every so often, depend­ 
ing on the size of the tank, the 
family, and such appliances as 
dishwasher 
and 
washing 
machines. An owner may not 
have had a tank serviced in 
many years, and it may be the 
first expense encountered by 
new owners. 
— Find out how much it costs 
to clean the furnace in the 
house. 
— If there is a fireplace it will 
need cleaning for safety every 
so often, depending on how often 
it is used. 
— If the house uses oil and the 
tank is buried, it is fairly inac­ 
cessible and will cost more to 


repair than one that is at hand. 
— Air conditioning can be 
great if you can afford it. If it is 
a big appliance, query the 
owners on the approximate cost 
of running it. Setting an au­ 
tomatic timer for the hours you 
may want to cool the house 
could be one way of curtailing 
the expense. 
— Does the house have a dug 
well? In some areas dug wells 
are now considered unsafe 
because of pollution of local 
waters. You may want to have 
the water tested. 
The age of the house is really 
no clue to its cost of upkeep. 
Some old houses are cheaply 
constructed. If you want to 
check on the m aterials in the 
house and how the innards of 
the house will function there are 
people who perform such ser- 
vic*es for a fee.

S18.9 MILLION 
Consumers9 Gas 
Rate Bid Raised 


LANSING, .Mich. (AP) — 


Consumers Power Co. was per- 
mitted Friday to add $18.9 
million to a 20-month-old rate 
case in which $37 million in rate 
increases for natural gas cus- 
tomers is stili being considered. 
The state Public Service Com- 
mission told the utiBty it could 
introduce new evidence in sup- 
port of an extra $18.9 million 
because 
financial 
data 


originally submitted with the 
case is old. 


Under a temporary rate 


increase awarded in June 1975, 
customers already are paying 
$29 million of the $37 million. 


A PSC decision ultimately will 


decide the fate of the $29 million 
customers now pay and the fate 
of the other $8 million the com- 
pany is seeking plus the new 
$18.9 million added to the case 
Friday. 


If Consumers Power was 


allowed to collect $18.9 million 
in higher gas rates, bills for 
average residential customers 
would go up by about $1.95 in 
winter months. 


The other $8 million that 


could be awarded in higher 
rates would affect only com- 
mercial and industrial cus- 
tomers. 


Consumers is asking for the 


added $18.9 million because it 
says financial data included in 
its original rate request, filed in 
November 1974, is now too 
"stale" to accurately mirror the 
company's current costs. 


Commissioner William Balls 


voted with PSC Chairman 
Daniel Demlow to allow the new 
evidence. Rails said it would be 
only fair to let the giant utility 
bring its financial figures up to 
date. 


The entire Consumers gas 


case was to be decided before 
the winter heating season 
begins in November. 


But the introduction of new' 


evidence will delay the case and 
could push a decision back into 
the winter months, giving cus- 
tomers a few fall months at 
current rates. 


The big question in the case is 


whether Consumers' Marysville ' 
synthetic natural gas plant was 
worth its $154.5 million cost. 
The company suffered from 
massive cost overruns incurred 
by the contractor who built the 
plant, Lummus Co. of Bloom- 
field, N.J. Current rates reflect

Convict Takes

Rose swallowed two cyanide 
capsules in front of a judge 
Friday after being sentenced to 
life in prison for attempting to 
hire a man to kill his former 
wife. 


A spokeswoman at Pontiac 


General Hospital said today the 
46-year-old Southfield man was 
in a coma and listed in "very 
critical" condition. She said he 
was unconskius when he arrived 
at the hospital Friday. 


Rose took the two pills and 


was attempting to swallow a 
thud when he was grabbed by 
Oakland 
County 
Sheriff's 


Deputy Ted Robinson. 


Robinson and other deputies 


immediately escorted Rose to a 
basement detention center, 
where he collapsed and taken to 
the hospital. The Oakland 
County Medical Examiner's of- 
fice determined the pills were 
cyanide. 


Rose was convicted June 24 by 


an Oakland County Circuit 
Court jury after admitting twice 
on the witness stand that he 
tried to hire a professional gun- 
man to kill his ex-wife Doris, in 
August 1974. 


He swallowed the pills after

pronounced the life sentence. 


"He got to the detention area 


and hit the floor," said Deputy 
Charles Parker. "We gave him 
resuscitation right away and 
carried him to an ambulance.

Oppliger, visiting judge from 
St. Clair County, told Rose he 
could not remain free on

The state Public Service Com­ 
mission told the utility it could 
introduce new evidence in sup­

Under a

increase awarded in June 1975. 
customers already are paying 
$29 million of th(' $37 million. 
A PSC' decision ultimately will 
decide the fate of the $29 million 
customers now pay and the fate 
of the other $8 million the com­ 
pany IS seeking plus the new 
$18.9 million addl'd lo the case 
Friday. 
If Consumers Power was 
allowed to collect $18.9 million 
in higher gas rates, bills for 
average residential customers 
wtmld go up by about $1.95 in 
winter months. 
The other $8 million that 
could be awarded in higher 
rates would affect only com­ 
mercial and industrial cus­ 
tomers. 
Consumers is asking for the 
added $18.9 milln*n because it 
says financial data included in 
its original rate requt‘st, filed in 
November 1974, is now too 
“stale” to accurately mirror the 
company’s current c*osts.

Daniel Dt'mlow lo allow the new 
evidence. Ralls said it would be 
only fair to let the giant utility 
bring its financial figures up to 
date.
